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PREFACE. 

Tins  selection  has  been  compiled  for  the  use  of  boys 
who  could  make  out  an  easy  passage  of  such  an 
author  as  Caesar,  but  would  be  stopped  by  long  or 
difficult  sentences.  It  is  hoped  that  the  passages 
will  be  found,  at  any  rate  in  the  earlier  part  of 
the  book,  to  be  of  progressive  difficulty.  The  attempt 
to  attain  this  end  has  led  to  the  omission  of  some 
legends  of  the  kings  which  could  not  have  been 
made  easy  enough  without  much  alteration  of  the 
text.  As  this  would  have  left  them  not  Livy's, 
but  something  very  inferior,  it  was  thought  better 
to  omit   them  altogether. 

The  text  has  been  simplified  mainly  by  omissions, 
which  have  sometimes  been  large.  Moral  and 
political  reflections,  and  many  rhetorical  passages, 
have  been  left  out  bodily.  Elaborate  periods  have 
been  omitted,  or,  where  they  contained  matter 
essential  to  the  story,  broken  up.  In  one  or  two 
-  the  order  of  words  has  been  simplified 
where  it  seemed  likely  to  offer  needless  difficulty 
to  young  boys.

The  Volscians  were  a  tribe  in  Latium  who  were  repeatedly  at  war 
with  Rome,  and  were  not  finally  conquered  till  B.C.  33S.

Postremo  castris  quinque  millia  ab  urbe 
positis  agrum  Eomanum  populatur,  custodibus 
inter  populatores  missis  qui  patriciorum  agros 
intactos  servarent,  sive  plebi  infensus,  siveut  discordia 
inde  inter  patrcs  plebemque  oreretur.  Quae  profecto 
orta  esset,  sed  externus  timor,  maximum  concordiae 
vinculum,  infensos  inter  se  jungebat  animos.

Atrox  responsum 
retulerunt;  si  Volscis  agcr  redderetur,  posse  agi  de 
pace ;  si  praeda  belli  per  otium  frui  vellent,  se 
enisurum  ut  appareret  non  fractum  exilio  sihi  animum 
esse.  Sacerdotes  quoque  ivisse  supplices  a<l  cast  1  a 
hostium  traditum  est,  nee  magis  quam  legates  Marci 
animum  flexisse. 
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Turn  matronae  ad  Veturiam,  matrem  Coriolani, 
Volumniamque  uxorem  frequentes  coeunt.  Pervicere 
ut  et  Veturia,  magno  natu  mulier,  et  Volurania  duos 
parvos  filios  secum  ferens  in  castra  hostium  irent,  et 
quoniam  armis  viri  defendere  urbem  non  possent, 
mulieres  precibus  lacrimisque  defenderent.  Ubi  ad 
castra  ventum  est,  nuntiaturaque  Coriolano  est  adesse 
ingens  mulierum  agmen,  primo,  qui  neque  a  legatis 
neque  a  sacerdotibus  motus  esset,  multo  obstinatior 
adversus  lacrimas  muliebres  erat.  Deinde  familiarium 
quidam,  qui  Veturiam  inter  ceteras  cognoverat  inter 
nururn  nepotesque  stantem,  "  Nisi  me  frustrantur," 
inquit,  "  oculi,  mater  tibi  conjuxque  et  liberi  adsunt" 
Coriolanus  quum  matri  complexum  ferret,  mulier  in 
iram  ex  precibus  versa,  "  Sine,  priusquam  complexum 
accipio,"  inquit,  "  sciam  utrum  ad  filium  an  ad  hostem 
venerim,  captiva  materne  in  castris  tuis  sim."  Uxor 
deinde  ac  liberi  amplexi,  fletusque  ab  omni  turba  ortus 
virum  tandem  fregere.  Complexus  inde  suos  dimittit ; 
ipse  retro  ab  urbe  castra  movit.  Abductis  deinde 
legionibus  ex  agro  Romano,  alii  alio5  leto  periisse 
eum  tradunt. 

VIII.  The  War  of  the  Fabii  with  the  People 
of  Veil     b.c.  479,  4  7^. 

Veii  roets  one  of  the  most  powerful  cities  of  Etiuria.  In  Nba.  XI. 
and  XII.  its  final  conquest  by  Rome  will  be  related, 

Eo  tempore  neque  pax  neque  Indium  cum  Veientibua 
fuit.    Res  in  latrocinium  venerat  ;  legionibus  Romania 
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cedebant  in  urbcm  ;  ubi  abductas  senserant  legiones, 
agros  incursabant  Ita  neque  omitti  res  nequcperfici 
poterat. 

Turn  Fabia  gens  senatum  adit  ;  consul  pro  gente 
loquitur: — " Assiduo  magia  quam  magno praesidio, ut 
scitis,  patres  conscripti,1  belluin  Veiens  eget.  Vos 
alia  bella  curate,  Fabios  hostes  Veientibua  date.  Sic 
tuta  maje8taa  Romani  nominis  erit.  Id  velut  familiare 
bellum  privato  sumptu  gercre  nobis  in  animo  est." 
Gratiae  ingentes  actae.  Consul  e  curia  egressus  comi- 
tante  Fabiorom  agmine,  qui  in  vestibulo  curiae 
senatus  consultant  expectantes  steterant,  domum 
rediit.  Jussi  armati  postero  die  ad  limen  consulis 
adease.     Domos  inde  disccdunt. 

Fabii  postero  die  arma  capiunt ;  quo  jussi  erant 
conveniant.  Consul  paludatua  egrediena  in  vestibulo 
gentom  omnem  BUam  instructo  agmine  videt ;  acceptua 
in  medium  signa  ferri  jubet.  Nunquam  exercitua 
neque  minor  numero  neque  clarior  fama  et  admir- 
atione  bominum  per  urbem  incessit.  Sex  et  trecenti 
milites,  quorum  neminem  ducem  sperneres,  ibant, 
unius  familiae  viribaa  Veienti  populo  pestem  mini- 
tantes.  Quibus  Capitulium  arcemque  et  alia  templa 
praetereantibus,  magna  Bequentium  turba  deos  pre- 
catur  ut  illud  agmen  faustum  atque  felix  mittant, 
Boapitea  brevi  in  patriam  ad  parentes  restituant. 
I  sum  missae  precea.  Infelici  via,  deztro  Jano2 
portae  Carmentalia  profecti,  a<l  Cremeram  Qumen 
perveniunt  Is  opportunua  locua  communiendo  prae- 
Bidio  vi  i 
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L.  Aemilius  inde  et  C.  Servilius  consules  facti.  Et 
donee  in  populationibus  res  erat,  non  ad  praesidium 
modo  tutandum  Fabii  satis  erant,  sed  tota  regions 
qua  Tuscus  ager  Romano  adjacet,  sua  tuta  omnia, 
infesta3  hostium  fecere.  Intervallum  deinde  baud 
magnum  populationibus  fuit,  dum  et  Veientes,  accito 
ex  Etruria  exercitu,  praesidium  Cremerae  oppugnant, 
et  Romanae  legiones,  ab  L.  Aemilio  consule  adductae, 
cominus  cum  Etruscis  acie  dimicant.  Veientibus  vix

impetratae  mox  eos  paenituit.  Rursus  cum  Fabiis 
erat  Veienti l  populo  certamen.  Nee  erant  incur- 
siones  modo  in  agros,  aut  subiti  impetus  in  incursantes, 
sed  aliquotiens  aequo  campo  collatisque  signis  4  cer- 
tatum  est ;  gensque  una  populi  Romani  saepe  ex 
opulentissima  Etrusca  civitate  victoriam  tulit.  Id 
primo  acerbum  indignumque  Veientibus  est  visum  ; 
inde  consilium  natnm  est  insidiis  ferocem  hostem 
captandi.  Gaudebant  etiam  multo  successu  Fabiis 
audaciam  crescere.  Itaque  et  pecora  praedantibus 
aliquotiens  obviam  acta  sunt,  velut  casu  incidissent, 
et  agrestium  fuga  vasti  relicti  sunt  agri,  et  subsidia 
armatorum,  ad  arcendas  populationes  missa,  saepius 
simulato  quam  vero  pavore  refugerunt.  Jamque  Fabii 
adeo  contempserant  bostem  ut  sua  anna  neque  loco 
neque  tempore  ullo  sustineri  posse  crederent.  Haec 
spes  eos  provexit  ut  ad  pecora  procul  a  Cremera  con- 
specta    decurrerent,    quamquam    rara   bostiuni    anna 
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apparebant.  Quum  improvidi  effuso  cursu  Insidiaa 
circa  ipsum  iter  locatas  superassent,  et  vaga  pecora 
raperent,  subito  ex  insidiis  undique  consurgunt 
hostes.  Fabii,  clamore  extcrriti,  et  jam  agmine  arma- 
torum  saepti,  cogebantur  in  spatium  brevissimum  se 
colligere ;  quae  res  et  paucitatem  eorum  et  multi- 
tudinem  Etruscorum  insignem  faciebat.  Turn  omissa 
pugna,  quarn  in  omnes  partes  intenderant,  in  unum 
locum  se  omnes  inclinant.  Eo  nisi  corporibus  armis- 
que  rupere  viam.  Duxit  via  in  editum  leniter  collera. 
Inde  primo  restitere  ;  mox,  ut  respirandi  spatium 
superior  locus  dedit,  pepulere  etiam  subcuntes, 
vicissetque  auxilio  loci  paucitas,  nisi  jugo  circummissi 
Veientes  in  verticem  collis  evasissent.  Ita  superior 
rursus  met  us  bostis.  Fabii  caesi  ad  unum  omnes, 
praesidiumque  expugnatum.  Trecentos  sex  periisse 
constat,  unum  prope  puberem  relictum,  Btirpem  genti 
Fabiae,  dubiisque  rebus  populi  Romani  maximum 
futurum  auxilium.5 

IX.  The  Story  of  Cincinnatus. 
b.c.  458. 

The  Aequi  were  a  tribe  living  on  the  eastern  boundary  of  Latium, 
and  like  the  Vohci  constantly  at  war  with  Rome.

Nihil  tarn  inopina- 
tum  nee  tam  insperatum  accidere  potuit.  Itaque 
tantus  pavor,  tanta  trepidatio  fuit,  quanta,  si  urbem, 
non  castra,  hostes  obsiderent.  Quum  dictatorem 
dici  placuisset1  qui  rem  perculsam  restitneret,  L. 
Quinctius  Cincinnatus  consensu  omnium  dicitur.

General  Note. — The  chief  difficulty  which  will  lie  found 
by  boys  beginning  this  book  will  probably  be  the  order  of 
words  in  the  sentence.  The  subject  will  constantly  come  in 
the  middle  or  at  the  end  of  the  sentence,  and  the  verb,  object, 
etc.,  in  rather  unexpected  places.  Careful  parsing  will,  how- 
ever, soon  get  over  the  dithculty.

1.  The  Fabii  said  that  the  war  with  Veil  did  not 
need  a  large  army  ;  let  the  Romans  wage  other 
wars,  and  give  to  them  this  one. 
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'2.  The  consul,  who  waa  himself  a  Fabius,  ordered  the 
Fabii  to  be  present,  armed,  on  the  following 
day. 

3.  "When  tho  consul  went  out  all  his  clan  were  stand- 
ing in  marching  ord\  r. 

-1.  A  »wd  followed  the  Fabii  as  they  went 

[going]  through  the  city. 

."».  When  they  had  reached  the  river  Oremera,  they 
found  a  suitable  place  for  fortifying  the  camp. 

6.  When  the  Fabii  had  made  everything  insecure  for 

the  enemy.,  the  Veientinea  attacked  their  camp. 

7.  The  consul  did  not  give  the  enemy  room  for  ex- 

tending their  line. 

8.  The  enemy  bood  repented  of  the  peace  which  they 

had  obtained. 

9.  The   Fabii,   having  made  many  raids  upon   the 

territory  of  the   Etruscans,  also   fought   with 
them  hand  to  hand  in  baiUe  array. 

10.  It  seemed  to  the  Veientines  that  the  Romans  ought 

to  be  taken  by  an  ambush. 

1 1 .  The  Fabii,  thinking  that  the  enemy  could  not  with- 

stand them,  made  a  raid  upon  cattle  seen  at 
a  distance. 

12.  Being  hemmed  in  by  the  enemy,  they  forced  their 

way  to  a  hill. 

13.  When  the  Fabii  were  slain  their  camp  was 

by  storm, 

lb  Three  hundred  and  six  perished,  and  one  bov  was 
left. 
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IX. 

1.  When  the  daring  of  the  enemy  had  increased,  they 

attacked  the  consul's  army  by  night. 

2.  The  horsemen  announced  that  the  camp  was  sur- 

rounded by  the  Aequi. 

3.  It  was  therefore  decided  that  Cincinnatus  should 

be  appointed  dictator. 

i.  When  the  messengers  sent  by  the  senate  had  ex- 
plained the  cause  of  (their)  coming,  Cincinnatus 
set  out  for  Koine. 

5.  He  was  there  received  by  his  kinsmen  and  friends. 

'3.  Next  day  the  shops  were  shut  throughout  the 
whole  city,  and  all  who  were  of  military  age 
were  present  in  the  field  of  Mars. 

/.  When  they  had  reached  Algidus  the  soldiers  were 
placed  round  the  enemy's  camp. 

8.  The  shout  raised  by  the  dictator's  army  was  heard 

in  the  Roman  camp. 

9.  It  caused  great  joy  to  the  soldiers  because  they 

knew  that  help  was  at  hand. 

10.  While  the  Aequi  were  fighting  with  the  consul, 

they  were  shut  in  by  the  dictator. 

11.  The  enemy  begged  the  dictator  not  to  kill  them 

all,  (but)  to  let  them  lay  down  their  arms  and 
return  home. 

12.  He  replied  that  they  must  be  Bent  under  the  yoke, 

and  that  then  they  should  go  away  unharmed. 

13.  When  the  enemy  had  been  sent  away,   all   the 

plunder  was  given  by  Cincinnatus  to  his  own 

snMii  :  9. 
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14.  Cincinnatus  entered  Rome  in  triumph,  and  before 
his  chariot  went  the  leaders  of  the  Aequi  [and 
.  .  .  his,  rel.  pron.]. 

X. 

1.  Ambassadors  sent  from  Rome  were  killed  by  the 

men  of  Fidenae,  who  had  revolted. 

2.  War  having  arisen,  the  consul  gained  a  victory 

but  lost  many  citizens. 

3.  The  dictator,  a  man  skilled  in  war,  came  to  the 

rescue. 

4.  He  said  that  he  would  not  descend  into  the  plains 

until  the  army  of  the  enemy  arrived. 

5.  Some  of  the  enemy  demanded  battle,  others  wished 

to  prolong  the  war. 

6.  Although  this  plan  was  more  pleasing  to  the  king, 

nevertheless  he  announced  that  he  would  tight 
at  daybreak. 

7.  The  Etruscans  said  that  they  would  not  begin  the 

battle  unless  they  were  compelled. 

8.  When  the  Roman  legions  were  sent  against  the 

Etruscans,  the  infantry  could  not  withstand 
their  onset. 

9.  The  battle  was  prolonged  chiefly  by  the  cavalry, 

of  whom   the   king    himself   was    by    tar    the 
bravest. 

10.  The  king  was  hurled  to  the  ground  by  Coasus,  who 

killed  him  and  tore  off  the  spoils. 

11.  When  the  king  was  killed  the  enemy  were  routed 

12.  A  vast  quantity  of  plunder  was  brought  to  Rome 

b\-  Oossus. 
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13.  When  the  dictator  triumphed  [abl.  ahs.~\  Cossus 
bore  the  spoils  of  the  slain  king,  and  gained 
[fero]  nearly  all  the  glory  of  the  victory. 

XI. 

1 .  The  Romans  hoped  to  take  Veii  by  siege. 

2.  In  this  war  they  began  to  build  winter-quarters 

for  the  soldiers. 

3.  When   the  Alban  lake  had  risen  to  an  unusual 

height,  envoys  were  sent  to  Delphi. 

4.  But  before  they  returned  an  old  man  of  Veii  ex- 

plained [expono]  what  the  portent  foreboded. 

5.  A  young  Roman  seized  the  old  prophet  after  he 

had  enticed  him  into  a  conversation. 

6.  The  senate  asked  him  what  he  had  said  about  the 

Alban  lake. 

7.  He  replied  that  the  gods  would  not  desert  Veii 

until  the  Romans  had  let  out  the  water  from 
the  lake. 

8.  The  senate  ordained  that  the  return  of  the  ambas- 

sadors must  be  awaited. 

9.  Answer  ivas  made  [impersonal]  by  the  oracle  that  the 

Romans  would  take  Veii  if  they  let  out  the 
water  over  the  fields. 

XII. 

1.  M.    Furius    Camillus  was  appointed   dictator  to 

carry  on  the  war  with  Veii 

2.  When  he  had  returned  from  Veii  to  Rome  he 

enrolled  a  new  army. 
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3.  The  Latins  and  Hernicans  also  promised  to  come 

to  the  war. 

4.  When  the  dictator  had  prepared  everything  for 

the  war,  he  set  out  from  Rome  and  routed  the 
enemy  in  battle 

5.  The  general  began  to  dig  a  mine  underground 

into  the  enemy's  citadel. 

6.  The       rl  rs  were  divided  into  six  detachments, 

so  that  they  might  not  be  worn  out  by  toil. 

7.  When  the  dictator  saw  that  he  Bhould  soon  take 

the  city,  he  asked  the  senate  what  was  to  be 
done  about  the  plunder. 

8.  It  was  decided  [jpfacere]  that   that  plunder  should 

be  given  to  those   who  chose  [>vl»]  to  go  to 
Veii 

9.  The  consul  attacked  the  city  from  all  sides,  that 

the  enemy  might  not  know  where  the  greatest 
danger  was. 

10.  The  Veientines   did  not   know   that   their  walls 

were  undermined  by  the  Romans. 

11.  There  is  a  story  that   the   soldiers  in  the  mine 

heard  the  voice  of  the  soothsayer  ; 

12.  And  that  they  seized  the  entrails  of  the  victim 

and  carried  them  to  the  dictator. 

13.  When  the  soldiers  had  set  fire  to  the  city,  the 

wailing  of  women  and  children  was  bi 

1 1.  The  gates  were  opened  and  the  city  tilled  with 
armed  men 

15.  When  the  city  was  taken,  the  soldiers  ran  off  to 
the  plunder. 
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16.  Thus  the  city  was  taken  after  a  siege  of  [having 

been  besieged]  ten  years. 

17.  When  news  reached  Rome  that  Veii  was  taken,  the 

Eoraan  matrons  gave  thanks  to  the  gods. 

18.  The  triumph  of  the  dictator  was  more  brilliant 

than  (that)  of  anyone  before. 

XIII. 

1.  It  was  announced  to  the  tribunes  that  a  certain 

man  had  heard  a  voice  which  said  that  the 
Gauls  were  at  hand. 

2.  At  this  time  Camillus,  being  accused  by  Apuleius, 

went  into  exile. 

3.  The  Gauls  crossed  the  Alps  that  they  might  seize 

the  lands  of  Italy. 

4.  The  men  of  Clusium  sent  ambassadors  to  Rome 

to  beg  for  aid  against  the  Gauls. 

5.  Ambassadors  sent  by  the  senate  said  that   the 

people  of  Clusium  were  allies  of  the  Roman 
people. 

6.  The  Gauls,  because  they  believed  that  the  Romans 

were  brave  men,  did  not  scorn  peace  with 
them. 

7.  The  answer  of  the  people  of  Clusium  was  given 

in  the  presence  of  the  Romans. 

8.  They  said  that  they  would   not   give  the  land 

which  the  Gauls  asked  for. 

9.  When  the  battle  was  begun  theRoman  ambassadors 

fought  in  the  army  of  the  people  of  Clusium, 
and  one  of  them  slew  with  his  spear  a  chieftain 
of  the  Gauls. 
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10.  The  Gauls,  when  they  had  recognised  Fabius,  sent 

ambassadors   to    Rome   to    demand   that   he 
should  be  given  up  to  them. 

11.  When  the  matter  had  been  referred  to  the  people» 

the    Fabii    were   appointed   tribunes   of    the 
soldiers  for  the  following  year. 


XIV. 

1.  The  Gauls  having  entered  on  their  march  reached 

the  river  Allia  with  great  speed. 

2.  When  the  tribes  [gens]  of  Etruria  heard  that  the 

Gauls  were  at  hand,  they  ran  to  arms. 

3.  The  Romans,  having  hastily  levied  an  army,  met 

the  enemy  at  the  eleventh  milestone  from  the 
city. 

4.  The  Roman  leader  neither  chose  a  position  for 

the  camp,  nor  fortified  entrenchments. 

5.  The  centre  of  the  Roman  line  was  weak,  because 

they  had  stretched  it  out  that  the  enemy  might 
not  surround  them. 

6.  The  Gauls  first  made  an  attack  upon  the  reserves, 

that  they  might  have  an  easier  victory  in  the 

plain. 

7.  Such  panic  seized  the  minds  of  the  Romans  that 

they  Med  wit)  [abL  abs.]. 

8.  Many  while  crossing  the  river  Tiber  were  Bwept 

away  by  the  eddies. 

9.  Those  who  escaped  to  Veii  did  not  even  send  news 

of  the  disaster  to  Rome 
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10.  The  Gauls,  amazed  by  so  sudden  a  victory,  at 
first  feared  an  ambush,  then  having  gathered 
the  spoils  and  heaped  up  a  pile  of  arms,  they 
made  their  way  to  Rome. 


XV. 


1.  The  Romans  knew  by  the  discordant  cries  of  the 

barbarians  that  the  enemy  were  at  hand. 

2.  They  had  no  hope  that  they  could  defend  the  city, 

as  so  few  of  the  soldiers  were  left. 

3.  When  they  had  determined  that  the  citadel  alone 

must  be   defended,   they  collected  arms   and 
corn. 

4.  The  older  men  said  that  they  would  perish  with 

the  city,  that  they  might,  not  be  a  burden  [oneri 
esse]  to  the  armed  men. 

5.  As  the  Capitol  could  not  hold  all  the  people,  the 

greater  part  fled  for  refuge  [confugere]  to  Jani- 
culum. 

6.  The  priests  and  Vestal  virgins,  carrying  with  them 

the  sacred  (vessels),  went  to  Caere. 

7.  The   old  men  awaited   the  arrival   of  the  Gauls 

each  sitting  in  the  entrance  of  his  own  house 

8.  When  the  Gauls  had  entered  the  city  and  reached 

the  forum  they  separated  to  plunder. 

'J.   When  they  saw  the  men  sitting  on  ivory  chairs 
they  at  first  thought  they  were  gods. 
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10.  But  when  Papirius  struck  one  of  the  Gauls  with 
his  staff,  all  the  old  men  were  slaughtered,  and 
the  houses  ivere  set  on  fire. 


XVI. 

1 .  The  Gauls,  in  order  that  they  might  get  possession 

of  the  whole  city,  made   an  attack  upon   the 
citadel. 

2.  The  Romans  allowed  them  to  climb  to  the  middle 

of  the  slope. 

3.  The  Gauls  were  routed  with  such  slaughter  that 

they  never  afterwards  attempted  to  get  up  by 
force. 

4.  They  sent  part  of  their  army  to  plunder  through 

the  neighbouring  country. 

5.  Camillus  said  that  a  chance  was  now  offered  to  the 

Ardeates  of  showing  </ratitude  to  the  Romans. 

6.  He  said  that  the  bodies  of  the  Gauls  were  large 

but  not  strong,  and  that  they  could  be  concjuered 
by  a  small  force. 

7.  He  begged  them  to  take  arms  and  follow  him  to 

battle. 

8.  They  found  the  camp  of  the  Gauls  unprotected 

and  without  guards. 

9.  When  many  of  the  Gauls  had  been  killed,  a  great 

part  also  were  surrounded  by  the  enemy. 

10.  The  Romans  who  were  at  Veii  decided  that  Ca- 
millus should  be  summoned  from  Ardea. 
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11.  A  young  man  was  sent  to  Eome  to  consult  the 

senate  on  this  matter. 

12.  He  was  carried  down  the  Tiber  and  reached  the 

Capitol. 

13.  The    senate    decreed   that    Camillus   should   be 

appointed  dictator. 

14.  Meanwhile    the   Gauls,   pulling   each   other   up> 

reached  the  top  of  the  Capitol  by  night. 

15.  The  geese  sacred  to  Juno  saved  [were  for  a  safety 

to]  the  citadel. 

16.  Manlius,  aroused  from  sleep  by  the  cackling  of  the 

geese,  seized  his  arms. 

17.  The  first  of  the  Gauls,  being  thrown  down  by 

Manlius,  upset  those  next  to  him,  and  the 
Avhole  line  was  carried  down  headlong. 

18.  When  Manlius  had  been  praised  for  his  courage, 

the  sentry,  by  whose  fault  the  Gauls  had  climbed 
up,  was  hurled  down  from  the  rock. 

19.  Now  each  army  pressed  by  hunger  [hunger  press- 

ing] wished  for  peace. 

20.  A  truce  having  been  made,  it  was  arranged  be- 

tween the  leaders  on  both  sides  that  the  Gauls, 
having  received  a  thousand  pounds  of  gold, 
should  go  away  from  Rome. 

21.  Some  say  that  the  chieftain  of  the  Gauls  added 

his  sword  to  the  weight,  and  exclaimed  "  Woe 
to  the  conquered  !" 

22.  In  the  midst  of  [inter]  the  bargaining  Camillus 

arrived  with  bis  army,  and  gave  orders  that 
the  gold  should  be  taken  away. 
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23.  He  said  that  Rome  must  be  won  back  with  steel, 
not  gold. 

84.  Xow,  fortune  being  changed,  the  Romans  routed 
the  Gauls  at  the  first  onset. 

25.  Camillas  also  conquered  the  Gauls  in  a  second 
battle,  ami  haying  taken  their  camp,  returned 
to  Rome  in  triumph.
